DETAILED ACTION 

In view of the papers filed 7/1/2009, the inventorship in this nonprovisional 
application has been changed by the deletion of Philipe Rouanet. 

The application will be forwarded to the Office of Initial Patent Examination 
(OIPE) for issuance of a corrected filing receipt, and correction of Office records to 
reflect the inventorship as corrected. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 39 and 
43-48 are allowable over the prior art as the prior art neither teaches or suggests a 
pharmaceutical composition for percutaneous administration consisting of 4-hydroxy 
tamoxifen as the sole active agent and further comprising (a) about 0.001 % to 1 .0% by 
weight of 4-hydroxy tamoxifen, (b) about 0.5% to 2% by weight of isopropyl myristate, 
(c) about 65% to 75% by weight of alcohol, (d) about 20% to 35% by weight of aqueous 
vehicle and (e) about 1 .0% to 5% by weight of gelling agent. 

Reasons for allowance were given on 6/13/2008 over the prior art. Applicants 
filed an RCE and 35 USC 102(e) rejections were made over Bua (US 2004/0138214) 
and de Lignieres et al. (US 2005/0032909). Applicants filed a Declaration under 37 
C.F.R. § 1 .132 in which the applicants of the present invention stated that the 4-hydroxy 
tamoxifen compositions within the scope of the pending claims were derived from the 
inventors of the present application and were not invented by Bua or de Lignieres et al.

Further, the obviousness-type double patenting rejections are the only rejections 
remaining and since this is the earlier filed application, the rejection is being withdrawn 
in this application.
